1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made- 

2. Claims 1-10, 12, 13, and 17-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Davis et al in view of Leverton (cited by Applicant). Davis et al 
disclose the basic claimed structure including a pontoon 12 with a plurality of generally 
elongated shell segments 20, 22, 24 including a sliding male to female connector (note 
Figures 5 and 6, for example). The pontoon of Davis et al is rotationally molded 
(column 1 , lines 34-40) and includes a base with a channel (note the bottom of the 
pontoon, Figure 8) and a supporting element with a flange 40. Not disclosed by Davis 
et al is a filling component slidably insertable through an end with end cap. Leverton 
teaches a filling component 60 slidably inserted through the end of a pontoon shell 51 
with an end cap 54. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to form the device of Davis et al with anislidably 
insertable filling component with end caps to maintain the buoyancy of shell while 
providing rigidity and strength. 

3. Claims 1 1 and 14-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lundholm shows a pontoon.
